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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 1-7, 9, 12-21, 26-28 and 44-62 are allowed. 
The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: 

As for independent claims 1 , 15 and 44, they recite a method, medium and 
system for dynamically binding a user interface to information stored in a data source. 
Prior art such as Hawley teach a similar method, medium and system, but does not 
specifically teach the combination of specifying, by the data binding tag, a first action 
which includes reading or updating the information stored in the first data source, 
wherein at least one of the attributes is associated with the first action, specifying, the 
first data source associated with the first action using a script and rendering each item 
in the first data source on the web page in the user interface with a markup language 
according to the boundary and the rules defined by the data binding tag and based on 
the first action, including evaluation of the script. 

Dependent claims 2-7, 9, 12-14, 16-21, 23, 27-28 and 44-50 are allowed 
because they further limit their parent claims. 

As for independent claim 51 , it recites a system for dynamically binding a user 
interface to information stored in a data source. Prior art such as Hawley teach a 
similar system but does not specifically teach the combination of a rendering boundary 
defined by that data binding tag, and rules that define when the information is rendered 
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for that tag, based on a current state of that tag; and wherein when the additional 
information is received from a user through a field in the web page, a data binding tag 
associated with that field is processed to perform an action specified by that data 
binding tag, wherein the action includes one or more of updating or reading from the 
data source referenced by the data binding tag. 

Dependent claims 52-62 are allowed because they further limit their parent 

claims.
